And What Have You

When all of the dust settles after 
the fight over the Governor’s Report 
on Public School Education, money 
will be the issue that will determine 
the fate of education in Texas. And 
it is not likely that the issue will 
really be settled this year. 
Right now most of the arguments 
are centered around the big school 
versus the small school but in the 
end the money issue will eventually 
eliminate the small schools even if 
the legislature does not go along 
with the plan to have only one dis­ 
trict in most of the counties of the 
state. 
This will come about in spite of 
all the arguments of how good a job 
the small schools do in educating 
their youth in both school work and 
citizenship. 
In the end it is likely that, ex­ 
cept for sparsely settled areas, it 
will be decided that the people can 
just not afford school systems with 
less than 500 to 600 students. 
The state will likely adopt the 
Fair Market Value method to equal­ 
ize the local tax responsibility for 
support of the Foundation School 
Program and between this and cur­ 
tailing some of the support for the 
smaller schools will mean just toe 
much tax load locally. 
How this will affect the Hamlin 
School District in the long run, we 
are not sure, but we know, if the 
Fair Market Value system is adopt­ 
ed by the state, local taxpayers will 
be much better off. For Hamlin is 
one of the few districts in the Big 
Country that is paying more than its 
fair share at the present time. 
If this system had been in effect 
this year, the local district would 
have received nearly $20,000 more 
from the state to operate our schools. 
Based on the idea that each dis­ 
trict in the state should pay its fair 
share based on the actual value ol 
local property, the state wide aver­ 
age is 13. 8 cents per $100 of true 
market value. The Hamlin district 
is currently paying 17. 4 cents. Only 
six districts in the 110 districts in 
the 21 county Big Country area pay 
more. Theseare Robert Lee, 17.7; 
Hobbs, 
19.2; Haskell, 
18.4; Big 
Spring, 20.7; Forsan, 
18.7; and 
Sweetwater, 19.0. 
Jones County as a whole pays 
14.9 cents with Stamford paying 15 
cents and Anson, 15.3. Even Taylor 
County falls below the state average 
by . 4 cents. 
The spread runs from Sweet­ 
w ater's high of 19 cents to a low oi 
2. 2 cents. 
What this means to citizens oi 
Hamlin School District is that with 
the change in determining the state’s 
share of the program we could go 
a long way towards paying our teach­ 
ers more money and adding all of 
the many programs boing talked a- 
bout before any local taxes would 
have to be raised. 
If the system on state support is 
not changed and the teachers get 
their raise during this session, as 
expected, then it will cost us about 
$19,000 more locally, just for our 
share of the raises. 
It is easy to see why some dis­ 
tricts are so opposed to the idea of 
a fair market value in determining 
the local share of school costs — 
some districts are riding almost 
taxfree now as compared with even 
the average district. 
This figure, 
in our case 17. 4 
cents, 
should not be confused with 
local tax rates as this is the local 
district’s share of the state support­ 
ed program and additional money 
must be raised to pay other expenses 
and for buildings.

fever, diabetes and polio. Only 
50 percent of cystic fibrosis 
patients live paM the age of 
IO; 80 percent do not survive 
past 20. 
In the United States an es­ 
timated two to five percent 
of the population carries 
OF gene. 
“One 
out 
of

Americans 
is a 
carrier of 
cystic fibrosis,” said Dr. John 
Mangos, medical director of 
Cystic Fibrosis Research. The 
basic defect 
in CF 
is not 
known, but there is general 
agreement that it is due to 
.rn inborn error of metatiolism 
transmitted 
as a recessive 
trait. To pass on the discase, 
both parents, though healthy 
themselves, must carry a CF 
gene. 
C> tic fibrosis is a disease 
causing certain glands to not 
function 
properly. 
In some 
children 
it is in the lungs 
which arc affected mainly and 
in others the digestive system. 
Many have 
problems with 
both. 
Dr. Mangos predicts that 
hopefully a drug that would 
eliminate the disease will 
developed within IO years 
is a relatively new disease, 
not app* iring until the 19th 
century 
It was not until 
1936 in Zurich, Switzerland, 
that cystic fibrosis was first 
described by a pediatrician, 
Dr. Oui lo Fanconi. For years 
doctors 
struggled 
to 
keep 
children breathing, not under­ 
funding the complexities of 
the di ease. CF' is difficult to 
diagnose.
